Washington Parley; GM Moves to Return Men to Work at Plants 
Not on Strike; Floods Lower Week’s Production to 69,459 Units 


WASHINGTON.—After it had been announced at her office that she would have no comment to | 
make on General Motors refusal to attend a conference with strike leaders so long as sit-down | 
strikers remain in its plants, Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins this afternoon suddenly loosed a | 
tirade against the corporation. Newsmen attending ‘the conference were astounded at the lack of | 
restraint with which the cabinet officer expressed her resentment at the decision of Alfred P. | 


Sloan jr. not to attend the conference called for Wednesday at Washington. 
She charged that General Motors is throwing “legal-©@ — 


istic” obstacles in the way of ending the strike, but con- 
fessed she had no knowledge about the legality or 
illegality of the sit-downers’ tactics which are fostered by 
labor boss John L. Lewis, of the CIO. She said that she 
had assumed that General Motors would accept her con- 
ference bid promptly but was hazy upon what she based 
this belief. 

She defended the strikers’ professed loss of confidence 
in the good faith of the corporation and said that 
“episodes like this show why.” 

Finally Miss Perkins exploded: “General Motors is 
making one of the greatest mistakes of its life in failing 
to see the moral issue involved. The people do not expect 
the corporation to sulk in its tent.” 

This came after she revealed that last Sunday she had 
written a letter to Sloan which she subsequently decided 
not to mail. She quoted various maxims, beginning with 
the golden rule, which she had incorporated in the unsent 
letter. 

Miss Perkins mentioned that the government does not 
possess police power to subpoena the presence of Gen- 
eral Motors officials at parleys here. Nor would she 
admit plans for emergency legislation along this line. 
It may be significant that a White House conference on 
labor legislation is in progress this afternoon.

Automobile Workers this Wednesday 
were rejected by Alfred P. Sloan jr., GM president, on 
the ground that the corporation could not bargain so 
long as sit-down strikers remained in illegal possession 
of the corporation’s plants. This course was clearly 
stated at the Washington conferences last week, which 
broke up when John L, Lewis refused to order workers 
from struck plants.

Recall of close to 50,000 workers, under its 
program of re-employing on a part time 
basis as many of its men as possible, was 
started this week by General Motors. 
Every effort is being made to store ad- 
ditional banks of materials in plants not directly shut 
down by strikes but no assembly operations will be 
attempted or workers added in struck plants. Opera-

tions will start Wednesday in the Chevrolet plants at | 
Flint, Detroit, Saginaw, Bay City, Mich. and Muncie, 
Ind. These plants will absorb close to 40,000 men and 
efforts are being made to provide as many days work 
each week as possible. In addition, some 5,900 men will 
be recalled in the Fisher Body plants at Pontiac, Detroit 
and Grand Rapids. Before re-employment got under 
way, GM had 31,000 workers out in struck plants, 95,000 
were out as the result of the strikes which cut off 
materials, and 108,000 were still working. Of the 108,000, 
approximately 70,000 were employed in automotive 
plants, the remainder being in non-automotive units of 
the corporation.

letter. The position of the corporation, it was pointed out, 
is that the men now occupying these plants are doing 
so illegally and until they agree to confer on a legal basis 
the corporation will not act. As we view this, the corpora- 
tion is fully within its rights. No interpretation of property 
rights laws could fail to find that plants now held by sit- 
down strikers have been seized.

Factory Sales 

Washington.—Factory sales of 
cars and trucks in the U. S. and 
Canada totaled 519,132 in Decem- 
ber, against 418,317 in December, 
1935, according to department of 
commerce figures. The 1936 total 
is placed at 4,616,857, as compared 
with 4,119,811 in 1935. 


GM Fund 

New York.—General Motors will 
distribute to employes the pro- 
ceeds of the employes’ savings and 
investment plan. The class of 1931, 
which terminates this year, will 
receive $256 for each $100 paid 
into the plan in 1931, part in cash 
and part in common stock. 


Retail Financing 
Washington.—The volume of re- 


tail financing of new passenger 
cars for 1936 totaled nearly $1,200,- 
000,000, preliminary estimates by 
the department of commerce dis- 
closes. This is about 2 per cent 
higher than 1929, the previous 
high, and 53 per cent above 1935.

Evansville, Ind.—The Evansville 
assembly plant of Chrysler Corp. 
turns over $10,000 to flood relief 
and offers part of its plant to care 
for refugees. The plant is shut be- 
cause of loss of railroad facilities, 
although thus far the factory 
itself has received no damage.

Non-Strikers who are being deprived of employment 
Growing as the result of strikes and subsequent 
Impatient curtailment developed definitely at And- 


erson, Ind., when a group estimated at 
2,500 broke up a UAW organization meeting at the And- 
erson court house late Monday evening. Aged eggs and 
fists were thrown in great profusion but marked accd- 
racy with the result that union organizers were reported 
driven from the city. The atmosphere was tense at Flint 
Tuesday afternoon as the deadline for a meeting of the 
Flint Alliance approached. Between 8,000 and 10,000 men 
gathered at IMA hall but no disturbance developed. Ob- 
servers estimated that 300 to 400 of the group were union 
sympathizers who heckled speakers. A committee will be 
appointed to call upon Gov. Murphy to ask the question: 
“Will you guarantee all workers full protection going to 
and coming from work?” A resolution condemning the 
tactics of John L. Lewis, CIO leader and disavowing his 
leadership was adopted. Legality of sit-down strikes was 
discussed at length. Five pickets were injured in a brief 
melee at the Cadillac plant in Detroit, Tuesday, when they 
attempted to prevent executives of the company from 
entering the plants.

Output Takes greater effect on production this week, 

Further Drop the floods in the Ohio and Mississippi 

To 69,459 valleys entered the picture and accounted 

for a further drop in output to an esti- 

mated 69,459 units this week. This compares with a re- 
vised estimate of 70,144 units last week. Normally there 
would have been a rise this week, but flood waters stopped 
operations in Ford and Chrysler assembly plants. Ford’s 
plants in Cincinnati and Louisville are affected and the 
Chrysler plant at Evansville, Ind., is out of commission. 
No damage has been reported to the latter plant, but 
railroad facilities have been cut off. Part of the plant is 
being used to care for refugees. Output at the plant is 
about 500 units, mainly Plymouth assemblies. Chrysler 
units are expected to receive glass shipments this week 
and return to regular schedules after a four-day opera- 
tion last week. It is understood the Pittsburgh Glass 
plant had glass on hand that had not been laminated. 
This will be rushed through to Chrysler units and it is 
believed the company will be able to resume a normal 
five-day week. Thus far the GM west coast plant has not 
cut production, despite picket lines. Estimated output by 
makes follows: Ford, 26,000; Plymouth, 10,500; Dodge, 
7,000; Hudson and Terraplane, 3,600; Packard, 2,800; 
Studebaker, 2,560; Nash-LaFayette, 2,250; De Soto, 2,200; 
Chrysler, 2,000; Willys, 1,874; Graham, 600, after a partial 
shutdown last week because of a shortage of pistons re- 
sulting from the Bohn strike; Cord, 75, and miscellaneous 
companies, including truck makers, 5,000. Chevrolet is 
expected to turn out about 2,000 units in its coast and 
Buffalo plants. The Baltimore plant closed last Thursday. 
Pontiac and Oldsmobile, on the coast, are expected, to 
produce about 600 and 400 units, respectively, barring

not alter the facts. That UAW leaders are prepared to 
resist eviction with violence if necessary is indicated by 
Orders issued to sit-down strikers early this week. GM 
has a right to demand return of its property and Gov. 
Murphy has a duty to perform in returning the property 
if such demands are formally made. Should it come to 
such a pass, resistance would not be against the corpora- 
tion, but against the established law of the land. This 
point should be cleared at once. It is not a question of 
human rights above property rights or vice versa, since 
if we are to accept the theory that sit-down strikers have 
a right to hold property without regard to ownership a 
small minority could inflict its will upon the majority by 
this simple method of seizure and sitting.

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of their dealers in the inundated territory had taken 
advantage of the lesson taught by the Pittsburgh floods 
and had moved their stocks to higher grounds, so most 
of their losses will come from damaged buildings. 
‘Owners, however, not so wise, undoubtedly will lose their 
means of transportation. Used car stocks, too, being 
mostly on lots, may be hit hard. As one sales manager 
sizes up the situation, retail activities will necessarily be 
at a standstill until the floods subside, but after that most 
of the business slack should be taken up by the necessity 
of replacing cars damaged by the floods. Cars sub- 
‘merged will be put out of business by the mud left by the 
waters, often two inches of silt driven into the engines 
and other working parts, meaning an overhaul which 
often is an impossibility because of the cost. So after the 
‘floods automobile sales should be brisk. As for floor 
stocks in the territories, some of the manufacturers re- 
pogt that even before the flood there was a shortage of 
new cars, which means there will be smaller losses for 
the dealers than if business was lagging.
